THE distraught neighbours of a 
Rochester man who died after being 
hit by a bus have given eyewitness 
accounts of the horrific incident. 

Martin Barlow, 30, was killed when he was 
struck by an Arriva bus outside his home in 
Catherine Street shortly after 9pm on Friday, 
April 3. 

Grieving neighbours said they are still trying 
to come to terms with his death and have called 
on Arriva to re-route buses away from their 
busy residential road before another life is lost. 

Abigail Mack, Mr Barlow’s next door neigh¬ 
bour, who witnessed the fatal collision, said 
the incident was sparked by buses damaging 
vehicles along the road. 

The mother-of-one said: “A couple of weeks 
ago Martin knocked on my door and told me 
his parked truck had been hit by a bus and 
asked me to take a look. 

“He said he’d called Arriva about it, but noth¬ 
ing had been done. It was then he mentioned 
the fact he wanted to stop a bus outside his 
house and talk to the bus driver about it. 

“He was really fed up and we’re all fed up 
with the buses. 

“On the Friday evening I heard a bus come 
up the road and heard Martin outside as well. 

“I saw him step out in front of the bus and 
then approach the driver’s side. 

“He then walked back to the front of the bus. 
The bus was still edging towards him, forcing

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DANGEROUS: Inspectors have deemed the disused Theatre Royal building as unsafe 

Outcry as theatre 
looks set to face 
the final curtain

WRECKING crews have 
begun work on partially 
demolishing the historic 
Theatre Royal. 

Contractors were brought in after 
inspectors deemed the listed 
Chatham building was dangerous and 
needed to be made safe. 

Work started on Saturday morning 
- much to the dismay of long-time the¬ 
atre supporters who had campaigned 
tirelessly to see the venue restored. 

Yourmedway readers have 
slammed the decision to pull down 
the building, saying more should have 
been done to protect and restore the 
High Street theatre. 

Memories 

Writing on our website Phil Dillon, 
from Chatham, wrote: “The loss of the 
Theatre Royal makes a mockery of the 
notion of responsible regeneration. A 
regenerated theatre would have been 
the jewel in Chatham’s crown. 

“That’s real lives and memories, and 
cultural history and spirit they are 
tearing down.” 

Garry Jenkins, from Chatham, 
added: “If you read about the Medway 
towns’ history and culture, and espe¬ 
cially Chatham, the Theatre Royal is 
there, always at the heart it, and it is a 
disgrace that this once magnificent 


building can be left to decay like it has. 

Brian Damerell, from Gillingham, 
posted: “Is anyone really surprised the 
Theatre Royal is coming down? 

“Those of us with an interest in the 
renaissance of Chatham knew’ that 
this would happen as soon as it 
became an obstruction. 

“It could have been demolished a 
long time ago and parts of the fabric 
sold to the public. 

“Thank goodness there are photo¬ 
graphs of this unique building in the 
public domain. 

‘To declare the building unsafe now 
is awful. Is the bank next door unsafe 
yet? Will Sun Her ever float again? 
Where will it all end?” 

The partial demolition is expected to 
take five weeks to complete. 

Manor Road will be closed for the 
duration of the work for health and 
safety reasons. 

A Medway Council spokesman said: 
“In the interests of public safety, the 
council is closing Manor Road, 
Chatham, tomorrow. The road will 
remain closed to through traffic until 
demolition is completed. 

“The work should have no impact on 
the schedule for the Chatham road 
improvements that include closure 
and demolition of the Sir John 
Hawkins flyover.”

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Trio jailed for stealing 
electrical goods at flat 

THREE serial burglars have been 
jailed for stealing more than £1,000 of 
high-tech goods from a students’ flat 
in Rochester. 

Patrick Downey, 21, Ricky Worsfold, 
20, and Luke May, 18, all pleaded 
guilty to burglary at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Wednesday April 8. 

Downey and Worsfold, both of 
Chatham, were sentenced to 35 and 
15 months respectively. 

May, of Gillingham, was jailed for 
two years. 

The trio struck at the student prem¬ 
ises in Doust Way on January 16. 

They forced open a rear window before 
stealing computer and photographic 
equipment worth more than £1,000. 

All three men had previous convic¬ 
tions for theft and burglary. 

New Lib Dem group

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Web fight to boycott 
card cloning garage

AN ONLINE campaign warning 
motorists of an international card¬ 
cloning scam centring on a Medway 
petrol station has more than dou¬ 
bled in membership in just a week. 

The ‘Boycott Blue Bell Hill Shell - Unless 
You Want Your Card Cloned!’ group, set up on 
social networking site Facebook, now boasts 
nearly 600 members. 

The card-cloners have targeted drivers making 
debit card payments at the Shell garage on the 
Chatham-bound carriageway of Blue Bell Hill. 

Fraudsters 

State-of-the-art technology has been used to 
store the cardholders’ details - including their 
sort code, account number and Personal 
Identification Number (PIN) - allowing fraud¬ 
sters to clone their cards within minutes. 

The duplicate cards have been used at cash 
points as far away as India, Canada and Australia. 

Writing on the group’s message board, user 
Maggie Baxter wrote: “Someone tried to use a 
clone of my card in Australia - the bank refused 
the transaction and stopped my card. 

“This was three days after I’d last used the 
same Shell garage on Blue Bell Hill. 

“Thankfully no money stolen but it was a real 
pain having to wait for a new card. 

“Three other people at work have had the 
same issue since using this petrol station and I 
will never use it again.” 

Coralie Weeden was among more than 70 


members whose cards have been targeted and 
added: “Same as everybody else, same garage, 
same situation. In excess of £4,000 taken.” 

User Garrie Owens said Shell and the police 
should be doing more. 

He said: ‘What I find amazing is the garages 
are still open and trading. I do not accept the 
reassurance of Shell or the local police. 

“The level of anger on the Facebook site is such 
that I would not be surprised if direct action to 
warn others would be taken against the garages 
unless the police and Shell are seen to take this 
somewhat more seriously than they are.” 

Detective Sergeant Dave Liffen said efforts 
were being made to put the fraudsters behind 


bars, saying: “An investigation has begun into 
the compromise of payment cards with the full 
co-operation of the management at the service 
station concerned, and the relevant financial 
institutions.” 

A Shell spokesman added: “The security of cus¬ 
tomer transactions is Shell’s primary concern. For 
us every instance of card fraud is one too many. 

“Shell has been supportive of the police and 
the card service provider in their ongoing inves¬ 
tigations into this serious form of organised 
crime and identity theft. 

“Any reports of fraudulent activity are immedi¬ 
ately followed up by Shell’s own investigators, as 
well as the police and the card service provider.” 


Police duo guilty 
of assault charge 

TWO Medway police officers were 
sentenced after being found guilty of 
assaulting an innocent man arrested on 
suspicion of robbery. 

Police Sergeant Oliver Tingley and PC 
Luke Barlow were arrested last August 
after the suspect - who was released 
without charge - lodged a complaint 
against the pair, accusing them of mis¬ 
treating him during his arrest. 

The officers were immediately suspend¬ 
ed from duty and subsequently charged 
with common assault by beating. 

Both men pleaded their innocence to 
the charges but were found guilty at 
Sittinboume Magistrates Court. 

Tingley was sentenced to 90 days 
imprisonment while Barlow was ordered 
to carry out 300 hours community serv¬ 
ice and pay £300 costs. 

The guilty officers now face a discipli¬ 
nary hearing conducted by Kent Police’s 
Professional Standards Department. 

Power staff win 
British jobs fight 

SKILLED tradesmen embroiled in a 
“British jobs for British workers” row at 
Grain power plant have won a small vic¬ 
tory in their battle for employment. 

Following pressure from trade unions 
Unite and the GMB, two Polish subcontrac¬ 
tors helping to build a new gas-fired power 
station on the Isle of Grain have finally 
agreed to take on unemployed locals. 

Remak and ZRE Katowice will employ 
between eight and ten British workers 
from May 5, with the unions hoping extra 
positions will soon become available. 

Neil Willoughby, regional officer for 
Unite, said: “It’s a small start but hope¬ 
fully the acorn will grow into an oak tree 
because we will be lobbying for a much 
larger number.”

him to walk backwards. It was 
then he just disappeared. A num¬ 
ber of neighbours saw him go 
under the bus.” 

Another neighbour, who did not 
wish to be named, added: “I heard a 
commotion outside our house and 
went out to see what was going on. 

“I saw Martin in front of the bus. 
He had previously mentioned to 
me he wanted to take the driver’s 
keys and talk about the damage to 
his 4x4. He then got knocked over 
by the bus.” 

A man in his 40s was arrested in 
connection with the incident and 
released on bail while police inter¬ 
view witnesses. 

A police spokesman said the fatal¬ 
ity was being investigated by the 
Serious Collision Investigation Unit. 

Arriva representatives and 
Medway police met residents and 
local ward councillors at a Police and 
Communities Together meeting. 

An Arriva spokesman said: 
“Following the tragic incident on 
April 3, an Arriva representative 
attended a meeting with the police, 
councillors and local residents, but 
it’s too early to say what the out¬ 
come might be in respect of sug¬ 
gested changes to bus routes.” 


Labour big names on 
hand to fly red flag at 
South East conference 


RED rosettes were out in force in 
Medway at the weekend - with 
Labour’s annual South East confer¬ 
ence helping to draw four party 
heavyweights to the towns in the 
same day. 

Former deputy party leader John 
Prescott, his replacement Harriet 
Harman and cabinet members Ed 
Miliband and Caroline Flint all visit¬ 
ed Medway on Saturday. 

Energy and Climate Change 
Minister Ed Miliband was the first to 
arrive, meeting science students 
studying at the University of 
Greenwich at Medway Chatham 
Maritime campus. 

Mr Miliband - who will have a 
large say in whether the controversial 
plans for a new coal-fired power plant 
at Kingsnorth will be given the go 
ahead - was shown how scientists at 
the university are developing green 
technology in a bid to lower the coun¬ 
try’s carbon footprint. 

The green theme was continued by 
Labour’s Minister for Europe 
Caroline Flint, who joined forces with 


Gillingham and Rainham Labour 
MP Paul Clark and residents in the 
north of Gillingham - backing their 
campaign to turn Queen Elizabeth 
Field into a green and safe communi¬ 
ty space. 

Mrs Flint was joined by Glenis 
Willmott MEP, Leader of the 
European Parliamentary Labour 
Party, who said she was impressed 
with the plans to transform the for¬ 
mer chalk pit and tip into an attrac¬ 
tive community space. 

The project will cost £3 million, 
money Mrs Willmott said was worth 
spending. 

Deputy leader Harriet Harman and 
her predecessor John Prescott were 
the last leading Labour figures to 
visit Medway, taking in the party’s 
South East conference held at 
Gillingham FC’s Priestfield Stadium. 

Postal workers gathered outside in 
protest at Government plans to part- 
privatise the Royal Mail.

Drivers wrong to take a 
'no right' turn at junction 

MOTORISTS are flouting the law at two 
busy Rochester junctions, according to police. 

Drivers are ignoring ‘no right turn’ signs at 
the Victoria Street and High Street junctions 
by taking an illegal short cut up Star Hill. 

Police have warned road users they face a 
£30 fine if caught breaking the law. 

A force spokesman said: “The manoeuvre 
causes problems for both fellow motorists 
and pedestrians using the crossings on Star 
Hill. Anyone caught faces a £30 fine.” 

New road 'stencils' to help 
school children stay safe 

FORTY new road stencil designs on the 
road will help school children stay safe 
while walking in streets near their schools. 

Medway Council launched two designs, 
stencilled using a powerful jet of water; the 
first is a walking bus that mark the 31 
existing walking routes and a school cross¬ 
ing patrol area. 

Medway Council’s safer journeys officer 
James Sutton said: ‘We would like to hear 
how many stencils school children have 
found and also what they think of the idea.”

A ceremony was held to bury a time cap¬ 
sule from Riverview Primary School, 
Gravesend, near to where the first block of 
the centre was laid.

A SECOND historic wall has been 
unearthed on a building site near 
Restoration House in Rochester. 

The wall was discovered by archaeologists 
underneath the Century Buildings develop¬ 
ment site, off Victoria Street. 

It is thought the structure - which pre-dates 
the Tudor wall partially destroyed by develop¬ 
ers on a site bordering Restoration House - 
could date back more than 500 years. 

Leading archaeologist Dr Peter Rumley, 
who advises the National Trust, said the wall 
challenges ideas of how Rochester looked in 
medieval times. 

He said: “This is a very exciting find. Medway 
Council and Kent County Council should carry 
out a thorough investigation, so the historic 
importance of the new discoveries can be prop¬ 
erly assessed. 

“This is not just a boundary wall. It’s massive 
and looks as if it could be a defensive structure 
beyond the old city wall. 

“I believe it could relate to a high-status house 
in Crow Lane which existed before Restoration 
House was built. It may have occupied the same 
site and that of houses next to it. 

“A thorough archaeological investigation is 
essential to prevent further damage to such an 
important historic city as Rochester.” 

Dr Rumley said he thought the two walls - 
while constructed hundreds of years apart - 
could have served a similar purpose. 

He said: “The Tudor wall may have formed a 


backdrop to prestigious gardens that swept 
down towards the River Medway, offering a 
grand vista to people arriving by water. 

“The latest discoveiy, while being a defence 
structure, could also have provided a raised 
walkway linking that part of the gardens with 
those that have already been restored by the 
owners of Restoration House.” 

The Tudor wall was partially destroyed while 
carrying out building work on a former brew¬ 
ery site near Crow Lane. 

Speaking to Yourmedway in March, 
Restoration House’s owners Jonathan Wilmot 
and Robert Tucker hit out at developers Future 


Homes saying the firm should have taken 
steps to protect the wall. 

They said: “It’s more than 100ft, eight feet 
high and about three-feet thick. I know it was 
covered in ivy and the remains of an old 
building but archaeology is all about finding 
what is hidden. 

“The wall is not exactly inconspicuous. 

‘You would have also thought it essential 
that English Heritage be brought in.” 

The pair said a petition calling for restoration 
of the wall and the destruction of the new resi¬ 
dential buildings that obscure its view had 
been backed by 9,000 people.

NHS THist cleans 
up on superbugs 
in latest report 


MEDWAY Maritime Hospital has 
been given a clean bill of health 
after a hygiene check-up by the 
industry watchdog. 

The Care Quality Commission’s report 
found Medway NHS Foundation Trust, 
which runs the hospital, to be “meeting its 
duty” across four categories, including estab¬ 
lishing effective management systems for 
infection prevention and control, and provid¬ 
ing a clean and safe environment. 

Infection prevention director Rella Work¬ 
man said she was delighted with the CQC’s 
findings, published last Wednesday: “These 
achievements have been possible through 
our zero-tolerance approach to all avoidable 
healthcare-associated infections. We have 
achieved our MRSA screening requirements 
well ahead of the government’s stipulated 
targets and timescales. 

“Our pathology department has revolu¬ 
tionised the way it works to cater for this. It 
now tests a staggering 13,000 samples per 
month, compared to around 1,000 two years 
ago. They are able to tell us within 24 hours 
how a patient has tested. 

“The hospital has an isolation ward which 
means that once those patients carrying the 
MRSA bacteria are identified, they can be 
appropriately managed to prevent the 
spread of infections.” 

The trust has also put a range of 
procedures in place to raise awareness of 
and minimise the risks of healthcare- 
acquired infections to patients from

Medway and Swale visiting the hospital. 

Hand hygiene stations have been placed 
inside every ward, a strict T>are below the 
elbow’ policy for all staff who work in clinical 
areas, annual infection prevention and con¬ 
trol training is mandatory for every member 
of trust staff, and a ‘board to ward’ commit¬ 
ment which sees that top level decisions 
deliver actual benefits for patients have all 
been introduced. 

A trust spokesman added: ‘We will contin¬ 
ue to build on this, with our dedicated infec¬ 
tion prevention and control team, and ensure 
our patients remain confident we are work¬ 
ing hard to deliver high standards of hygiene 
to provide a safe and clean environment.” 

A report published by the CQC two weeks 
ago painted a very different picture of the 
trust’s hygiene standards. 

The trust’s self-assessment declaration 
saw it included on a 21-strong list of health¬ 
care providers nationwide that were found 
not to be meeting government regulations for 
managing the spread of infection. 

Head of infection control Linda Dempster 
said: “I think it is important people know it 
was our own declaration. At the time we had 
some work going on to change the way our 
housekeeping team is trained.” 

The CQC was formed from the amalgama¬ 
tion of the Healthcare Commission, the 
Commission for Social Care Inspection and 
the Mental Health Act Commission.

Compensation campaign 

stacks up against French 



END THE MISERY: County chiefs will lobby Government to put an end to effects of French strikes and Operation Stack

COUNTY chiefs will lobby 
Government ministers to put pres¬ 
sure on their French counterparts 
to end the misery caused by French 
strikes in the Channel ports. 

They want the Government to seek compen¬ 
sation from the French authorities for busi¬ 
nesses and individuals hit by the recent block¬ 
ade of Calais, Boulogne and Dunkirk by the 
country’s fishermen. 

Following Operation Stack being imposed on 
the M20 for two days last week and the traffic 
jams this caused on alternative routes, KCC 
launched the Enough is Enough campaign. 

The authority will seek legal advice to estab¬ 
lish whether the French State has broken 
European Union rules regarding the free 
movement of people and goods. 

Its officers say they want to claim compensa¬ 
tion from the French Government for the mil¬ 
lions of pounds that strike action in the French 
ports costs Kent’s economy. 

KCC leader Paul Carter said: “When you 
consider the misery caused to tens of thou¬ 
sands of Kent people affected by the strikes 
and the impact on their businesses and travel 
plans, it is time to say enough is enough and 
show that we cannot, and will not, put up with 
these situations any longer. 

‘We are seeking urgent legal advice to estab¬ 
lish whether France has broken the law by 
allowing the strikes to stop the free movement 
of people and goods. 

“If this is the case we will press the 


Government to take this up with the French 
authorities and press for compensation.” 

The council feels the protests fuel the dam¬ 
aging perception that Kent is frequently 
closed for business, resulting in the potential 
loss of millions of pounds in future investment. 


P&O Ferries agreed that action was long 
overdue. 

A spokeswoman said: “This backs up what 
we have been trying to do throughout this cur¬ 
rent situation - applying pressure to the 
French right up to the highest level. 


“These disputes seem to be happening more 
and more frequently. In this case the French 
Government has offered the fishermen com¬ 
pensation. 

“That has to send out the wrong message as 
it will only encourage them to take similar 
action in the future. 

“On Friday another fleet of fishing boats set 
off for the French ports but were met by a 
flotilla of coastguard ships. 

“This made them turn back - so it shows 
that where the will exists they can be stopped 
from bringing disruption to cross-Channel 
traffic.” 

A spokesman for LD Lines added: “As the 
newest operator from Dover we are greatly con¬ 
cerned about how services are being affected. 

“We’d support any action being called for and 
we are very frustrated that we can’t provide 
advertised services.”

Kent has growing responsibility for smuggled children through ports 


A SENIOR County Hall official has spoken of 
the “parental responsibility” he feels towards 
the growing number of vulnerable children 
being smuggled through Kent ports. 

Bill Anderson, director of children’s social 
services at Kent County Council, said one 
reason for the increasing influx of young peo¬ 
ple into the county was because of tightened 
security measures at airports. 

New figures obtained under the Freedom of 
Information Act found KCC took 474 chil¬ 
dren into its care between April and 


December last year. 

But during that period 86 of the young peo¬ 
ple went missing, making them vulnerable to 
sexual and economic exploitation. 

Nationally, the figures show there has been 
a 90 per cent increase compared to the 
amount of trafficked children arriving over 
the last three years. 

KCC has to handle the highest amount of 
young people coming into the UK. 

Mr Anderson said the largest proportion of 
‘unaccompanied minors’ came from 


Afghanistan, with a high numbers also from 
Eritrea, Iran and Iraq. 

He said: “We are very mindful of the 
threats to these young people in terms of eco¬ 
nomic and sexual exploitation. 

“They come from situations of considerable 
political instability where the security of the 
state has broken down, the state is incredibly 
corrupt and they are enormously distrustful 
of authority. 

“This is compounded by their fear of being 
deported. 


“It is not surprising that a lot of the young 
people, who can be quite resilient, trust the 
networks they have established. 

“The evidence we have is that the vast 
majority disappear almost certainly for these 
reasons, not that they are being exploited 
sexually or economically, but because they 
are suspicious of the state.” 

But he added: “We have a parental respon¬ 
sibility to these young people and we do 
everything we can to protect them, keep 
them safe and give them effective support.”

THINK local produce and you 
will instantly conjure up images 
of a mouth-watering roast din¬ 
ner, or sumptuous seafood. 

Whatever it means to you, the chances are 
it will be embodied within a very British 
dish.Yet a hugely popular restaurant in 
Thanet is turning the tables on our precon¬ 
ceptions, by delivering a taste of the East 
with very Kentish ingredients. 

The Surin Thai restaurant, tucked away 
near the harbour in Ramsgate, may spe¬ 
cialise in Thai, Lao and Cambodian cuisine, 
but its mouth-watering meals comprise of 
some of the finest home-grown produce. 

Owner and chef Damrong Garbutt 
explains: “I love cooking so much and 
trying different recipes and dishes, and I 
make each one with love. And of course 
the food has to be really tasty and fresh 
- that’s why my food miles should be 
measured in metres.” 

Vegetables are bought daily from 
Ramsgate market just down the road 
from the restaurant. Mrs Garbutt 
searches out the best cuts of meats and 
fresh fish from the local butchers and the 
catch of the day from the harbour. 

Even the specialist Thai sauces and 
chillies are bought from local Asian 
supermarkets in Ramsgate and 
Canterbury. It is a combination of the 
near and far which not only endears the 
restaurant to an ever-increasing number 
of regular diners, but to critics too, who 
have so far been lavish in praise. 

Harden’s restaurant guide describes 
Surin as the “best Thai restaurant in 
Kent” and one of only three Thai restau¬ 
rants recognised outside London. 
Already reviewed by the Michelin Guide, 

Mrs Garbutt is crossing her fingers for a 
Michelin star, which would make her the 
only such Thai chef and restaurant in 
the world. Observer Food critic Jay 
Rayner described Surin as “simply the 
best Thai meal I have ever eaten”.

Let's re-ignite our disruptive 
side and say oui to the unions 


NIGEL Farage, the Kent-based 
leader of the UK Independence 
Party, was drafted in to speak on 
BBC Radio Kent last week on the 
issue of the striking French fisher¬ 
men. 

Most of the conversation went along exactly 
the sort of lines you would expect. 

But of interest was Mr Farage’s claim that 
British workers could do a lot worse than take 
a leaf out of the books of their French cousins 
and kick up some good old-fashioned industri¬ 
al action. 

He claimed, however, that us Brits would 
never do such things as strike or stand up for 
our rights as “it wasn’t very British”. 

Clearly we’re all far too busy selecting our 
next bowler hat, while sipping Earl Grey and 
discussing the cricket season than to dirty our 
hands displaying some industrial backbone. 


Or, of course, it could simply be that not all 
that long ago a certain Prime Minister decid¬ 
ed to crush trade unions to within an inch of 
their disruptive lives. 

Mr Farage is not that much of an old-timer, 
admittedly, but surely he has some recollec¬ 
tion of the Seventies when the British work¬ 
force stood up for what they believed in and 
fuelled by considerable union clout, they 
demonstrated that striking was a sport 
Britain could genuinely claim they were 
something of a specialist at? 

So by the time Mrs Thatcher rolled along at 
the end of that decade, few could really argue 
that things were good for our efficiency as a 
country. Of course, the Iron Lady went too far 
- demolishing the power of the worker by 
clamping down and diluting unions to the 
point today when so few actually carry any 
clout at all. 

The miners’ strike was hardly a shining 
example of decorum, Mr Farage. 

If you’re a public sector worker, the chances 


are there is a still a weight in numbers. If not, 
then union membership brings little other 
than half-price training seminars, monthly 
magazines and little work-place clout. 

It has nothing to do with raising a fuss, not 
being ‘British’ or other such old guff, and 
everything to do with the British government 
of yesteryear beating it out of everyone. 

Now, of course, we’ve gone full circle. Now we 
tut and roll our eyes when the French stand 
up for themselves. We tap into a latent xeno¬ 
phobia to condemn them. 

I’m not for one moment suggesting their 
stance on fishing quotas is correct, or the dis¬ 
ruption caused on this side of the Channel is 
justified. But at least they can take a stance on 
what they believe in. And surely that’s very 
British isn’t it?

Pensioners bearing 
brunt of fuel poverty 

The Green Party does not believe 
fuel poverty in Kent can be removed 
as a social problem unless the mini¬ 
mum state pension is raised. 

Kent Green Party has drawn 
attention to high levels of fuel pover¬ 
ty in the county on many occasions. 

The party has just announced its 
support for a new deal for pensioners. 

This is to include a £165 a week 
non-means-tested citizens’ pension 
for every pensioner in the UK. 

There are more than 109,000 
households in Kent living in fuel 
poverty, according to latest 
Government figures. Many of these 
households include elderly people, so 
it is vital that the basic state pension 
be increased. Last year the poorest 
quarter of UK pensioner households 
saw their incomes rise by less than 
one per cent, well below inflation. 

The poorest single pensioners saw 
their real incomes drop by four per 
cent. At least 15 per cent of UK pen¬ 


sioners - more than 1.5 million 
older people - are living in persist¬ 
ent poverty. 

This evidence, from the National 
Pensioners’ Convention, suggests 
the elderly are bearing the brunt of 
the economic crisis. 

The Government can fund a better 
pension. Dispensable and costly poli¬ 
cies it is committed to at present 
include a national ID card (at least 
£12 billion); renewal of Trident 
nuclear weapons (£60bn over the 
life of the system); road-building at 
£300m per mile of motorway; two 
aircraft carriers (over £4.6bn).

Good and healthy for 
Viggo to feel the fear

PLAYING Aragorn in The Lord Of 
The Rings trilogy may have made 
Viggo Mortensen a household 
name, but he’s still uneasy with 
fame. 

Even now, more than five years on, the 49- 
year-old with the chiselled cheekbones seems 
a little shellshocked by the experience. 

“The only person who was really world 
famous when we started making the trilogy 
was Liv Tyler,” he says. 

“But that all changed when the first movie 
came out - it changed things a great deal. 

“I’m glad to have been a part of that, prima¬ 
rily because of the friendships I made and I got 
to spend a lot of time in New Zealand, which is 
a beautiful country,” he says. 

“I’ll always have a place in my heart for that 
experience, but on a practical level it also gave 
me the chance to play roles like Haider.” 

Viggo’s talking about John Haider, the soft¬ 
ly-spoken lecturer he depicts in his latest film, 
Good. Set in 1930s Germany, the movie is dif¬ 
ferent from the typical Nazi-themed fare. 

“Hundreds of movies have been made since 
the war relating to Germans at the time,” 
Viggo explains. 

“Even the ones out this year - The Reader, 
The Boy In The Striped Pyjamas, Defiance - 
don’t really deal with the early ’30s, the begin¬ 
ning of it, before people really knew where it 
would go, before people came to have associa¬ 
tions with the swastika. In the early ’30s it 
was just the flag of the country. Most movies 
are made with the benefit of hindsight. This 
story’s just about regular people.” 

The film’s last scene is particularly powerful. 
It ends abruptly and unexpectedly, leaving

viewers to digest what they’ve just seen. “The 
best stories are the ones that when the screen 
goes black at the end, you ask yourself Well, 
now what?’,” Viggo says. 

“It’s more of an implosion than an explosion 
at the end. It has this nagging quality that 
makes you revisit and reconsider the film.” 

Defying popular movie convention, the 
entire cast speak with English accents. 

“I think it makes total sense. Sometimes it’s 
just disconcerting when it’s a mixture, like in 
Valkyrie,” Viggo says. 


“The problem is that no matter how good the 
dialogue and how well the story’s told, some 
people are listening to how you’re speaking, 
not what you’re speaking about.” 

Good marks a departure from the action 
films Viggo’s been associated with recently, 
particularly A History Of Violence and 
Eastern Promises. 

“I do think about challenging myself,” he 
says, when asked how he chooses roles. 

“Say it’s a good story and it’s a character I 
could feasibly play, then the question is, is 
there something scary about it? 

“Is there a risk that I might not be able to 
pull it off? If that’s there, that’s the final incen¬ 
tive because I think a little fear is healthy. It 
forces you to push yourself.”

HOME purchase lending has increased 
and remortgaging declined, according to 
the most recent figures available to the 
Council of Mortgage Lenders. 

There was a four per cent increase in 
house purchase loans in February, 
although activity remained weak at a 
third of the average number of loans 
witnessed for the month over the last 
few years. 

There was also a 20 per cent decrease 
in remortgaging for the month. 

A spokesman said: “We expect demand 
for remortgaging to remain muted as 
lenders’ standard variable rates are 
attractive compared with new mortgage 
pricing, and house price falls continue to 
erode equity levels.” 

Although first-time-buyer loans were 
significantly lower than previous aver¬ 
ages for the month, there was a seven 
per cent increase from January, with 
deposits typically standing at 25 per cent 
- a new record for residential mortgages. 

The CML said the tight lending criter¬ 
ia for first-time-buyers meant such 
deposits “remain out of reach for all but 
the most affluent buyers, for example 
people returning to home ownership 
after a period of renting, divorcees or 
those who get financial assistance from 
their family”.

Social housing overhaul 
planned by Tory Party 

PLANS to overhaul the social housing 
structure have been announced by the 
Conservative Party. 

The Tories say they want to address 
antisocial behaviour and encourage 
social responsibility, as well as ‘bring 
back pride’ to neighbourhoods. 

The proposals include: 

• Rewards for good behaviour: offering 
tenants with a record of five years’ good 
tenant behaviour a ten per cent equity 
share in their social rented property, 
which can be cashed in when they want 
to move up the housing ladder. 

• A ‘right to move’ for good tenants who 
wish to move to other social sector prop¬ 
erties. 

• Local housing trusts: allowing villages 
and towns to create new community-led 
bodies with planning powers to develop 
local homes for local people, provided 
there is strong community backing. 

• More family homes and stopping 
garden-grabbing: reversing the classifi¬ 
cation of gardens as brownfield land, 
and allowing councils to prevent over¬ 
development. 



MORE young people than ever 
before are living rent-free with 
family and friends in a bid to save 
money to get on the property lad¬ 
der, according to new research 

Getting a helping hand from parents, rela¬ 
tives or mates is increasingly being seen as the 
only way for many to fund the bigger deposit 
needed to get mortgages in the wake of the 
credit crunch. 

This is particularly the case in the South 
East and London, where house prices are 
higher than the rest of the UK. 

The new study by Abbey Mortgages found 
about 1.6 million people aged 18 to 34 are now 
living rent-free with family and friends. 

The number is up from 500,000 this time 
last year, with the south of England witness-

ing the largest increase in the number of what 
are being termed ‘kidults’. 

Abbey says the money-saving trend is not 
particular to one specific group, and some 
300,000 35- to 54-year-olds have also found 
themselves in the same position. 

Combined, it is estimated the total number 
of kidults in the UK are saving some £839 mil¬ 
lion, according to the mortgage provider. 

With the average first-time-buyer now aged 
29, Abbey says it has timed this research to 
coincide with the launch of a new range of 
mortgages specifically for them. 

Nici Audhlam-Gardiner, Abbey’s mortgage 
director, said: “In the current climate many 
people have little choice but to return home or 
turn to their friends or family for somewhere 


to live at no cost. While an adult living at home 
until they are in their 30s is more associated 
with our Continental cousins, Abbey Mort¬ 
gages research shows that this is a trend that 
is on the increase here in the UK as well.” 

In areas where house prices are traditional¬ 
ly the most expensive, there were higher num¬ 
bers of kidults, with more than 270,000 adults 
in London alone living rent-free. 

Those living in the south of the country are 
twice as likely to live with others rent-free 
compared with those living in the North East 
and North West, the study found. 

Ms Audhlam-Gardiner said: “At Abbey we 
are committed to helping first-time buyers 
and last week launched a new mortgage 
designed especially with them in mind.

SKODA has carved a nice little niche by 
creating rugged Scout versions of key 
models. And those needing a supermini 
workhorse may be tempted by the new 
Fabia Scout, arriving in late May and 
based on the practical estate body. 

Unlike the bigger Octavia Scout it is 
not four-wheel drive, but does have a 
durable front bumper and cladding for 
extra protection, while roof-rails boost its 
load-lugging potential. Two petrol and 
two diesel engines are offered, but the 
Czech brand has yet to confirm prices.

Journey could be Dodge 
way to wooing UK buyers 


DODGE hit the UK market in 
2006 hoping for the same macho 
impact that made it Chrysler 
Group’s most successful brand on 
American home turf 

Despite a trademark ‘crossed hairs gunsight’ 
grille, butch styling and razor-sharp pricing 
though, plans have gone awry. 

Firstly, British tastes are more subtle than 
the Yanks reckoned and, secondly, we do like 
care taken with our interiors - Dodge models 
are cheap, but they look it too. Still, the US 
brand judged things better with its Journey 
midi-MPV. Prices begin at £16,795, but you 
should get a deal in the current climate. 

It also has Dodge looks, so you need not give 
up on some attitude for the sake of lugging the 
family and its paraphernalia about. 

So the practical 5+2 layout - Dodge is honest 
enough to admit, unlike some, that the final pair 
of seats are not exactly commodious - is not 
bought at the cost of a dull as dishwater image. 

That gunsight grille stands proud on the 
bonnet and the styling makes the car look 
lower than it is.

Admittedly, the interior still looks off the 
pace compared with rivals such as the VW 
Touran and sector-leading Vauxhall Zafira, 
but there are signs that Chrysler has been lis¬ 
tening to British buyers. 

The car is also available with the 140bhp 
2.0-litre VW diesel that has become a stalwart 
across Chrysler brands. It suits current mar¬ 
ket demand, being sufficiently lively yet clean 
and economical, aided by a decent six-speed 
manual shift. 

A 170bhp 2.4-litre petrol unit is the only 
alternative; it is livelier, but thirsty too, and 
you need to be daft to opt for that, even if the 
diesel sounds a bit lumpy at times. 

Needless to say, the Dodge also comes gener¬ 
ously ‘loaded’ with kit in the American way 
and the ride is decent, but the car does not feel 
as taut and sporty as its looks would suggest. 

Nevertheless, the Journey is aptly named and 
likely to tempt buyers to this relatively new 
brand, especially in price-sensitive times, with 
standard kit including climate control, under¬ 
floor stowage, tilt and slide rear seats, 90-degree 
opening rear doors for easier access, electronic 
stability control, hill start assist, tyre pressure 
monitoring and front, side and curtain airbags.

New orders provide 
respite for debtors 



WORRYING TIMES: But new debt relief orders offer an alternative to bankruptcy 


HUNDREDS of people in Kent could turn to new debt 
relief orders (DROs) in their first year, if present 
trends continue. 


The most recent official person¬ 
al insolvency data for the county 
show 487 took the step in the last 
three months of 2008 - a rise of a 
third compared with the same 
quarter in 2007. 

Now business services giant 
KPMG is predicting personal 
insolvencies will hit record levels 
as DROs allow consumers with 
debts of less than £15,000, and 
minimal assets or surplus income, 
to write them off without going for 
a full-blown bankruptcy. 

They came into action early this 
month. Mark Sands, director of 
personal insolvency, said: “In our 
view, DROs, together with the 
expected increase in unemploy¬ 
ment, are likely to lead to record 
levels of personal insolvency - 
more than 150,000 - in 2009. 

“While consumers will fight to 
keep their jobs and their family 
homes, for those who lose both 
there is often little reason for 
someone with debts not to declare 
themselves bankrupt. 

“Now they have the alternative 
of a DRO. We expect bankruptcies 
and DROs to form an increasing 
proportion of personal insolven¬ 
cies as individual voluntary 
arrangements (IVAs) - where the 
consumer usually commits to a 
five-year payment plan - become 
increasingly unattractive to those 
who have lost their job or home.” 

KPMG data show the average 
debt owed by someone entering 
an IVA in the last quarter of 2008 
was £47,800 and that in the same 
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period more than 500 people 
entered into an IVA with debts of 
more than £100,000. 

Mr Sands said: “Bankruptcy is 
typically used by those with lower 
debts and minimal assets, but 
many who previously would have 
gone bankrupt will instead seek a 
DRO. Also, many people previous¬ 
ly excluded from the personal 
insolvency system will seek a 
DRO, swelling numbers of person¬ 
al insolvencies to record levels.” 

Two advantages of DROs over 
bankruptcy are: 

• Use of intermediaries (such as 
Citizens Advice) to make the 
application rather than present¬ 
ing papers to a court. 

• A cost of £90, which is less than 
one-fifth of the cost of making 
yourself bankrupt. 

Mr Sands said: “Many people in 
debt suffer stress and anxiety. 

“Resolving debt problems with¬ 
out the need to go to court and at 
a lower cost will be a great relief 
and will make personal insolven¬ 
cy accessible to many previously 
unable to access bankruptcy due 
to the cost and were put off by the 
complexity and stigma.” 

Concerns have been raised that 
DROs will be abused, but Mr 
Sands said: “If a debtor lies about 
their circumstances the DRO may 
be revoked and the debts pursued 
once more, if it becomes clear they 
did not meet all the criteria.”

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Medway clinch promotion

MEDWAY held their nerve on the 
final day of the season to seal a 
third successive promotion.
